.State Board of Health give it as their 
opinion that there is DO danger in vis- 
iting either Itelphos or Van Wert and 
that surrounding cities and villages 
need entertain no fear nor issue orders 
of quarantine against them. 


No cases exist at Defiance so far as 


the state authorities are informed. 
Xo cases exist in Ohio except at Del- 
phos and Van Wert. 


OKE XEW CASE. 


The Van Wert Bulletin, of last even- 


ing, in speaking of the disease at that 
(•lace, says: 


One new case was reported to-day a 


short time before the Bulletin went to 
press, but this is no surprise. A num- 
ber have been exposed to the disease 
and it would be surprising if none 
were taken down. It is to be expected

from a man who was traveling with a 
cheap show which visited that town 
three weeks ago and broke up there.

To ;!h:strute hov.* marvelonsly fer- 


tile is the soil hi the Philippines, let 
me tell about tho coiTee plants. About 
70 years ago several Spaniards began 
:he cultivation of coffee in a little val- 
ley away at the north end of Luzon. 
They were the first coffee plants ever 
known ou tbe island. A little wild ani- 
mal resembling the civet of Africa (a. 
cross between a weasel and a fox) began 
, eating and scattering the grooving coffee 
berries. In a few yours iho plants grow- 
ing from tho scatttrcd coffee berries 
wc-ro all over that part of Luzon. 
For 


years past there have been wild coffee 
bushes all over tho island, and all came 
from tho civets' scattering of the coffee 
seeds. Thousands of pounds are gather- 
ed from these wild bushes by the na- 
tives. 


"Nowhere else does rice grow so 


prolific-ally as iu tbe Philippines. The 
Chinese control tbe rite industry of the 
islands, bat the Negritos do the work. 
There are a dozen Chinese millionaires 
in Manila, :uid they have made their 
wealth .largely in tho rice jind sugar 
trade. 
Under American management 


the profits of rice growing could be 
easily enlarged. I think I am conserva- 
tive in saying that by the crude, lazy 
ways of harvesting-30 percent of the 
yield is wasted. It would makea thrifty 
ifankee farmt.r groan to see the reckless 
waste of tbo natives. 
' 


Tobacco grows u« all tho principal, 


islands. 
Vanilla, pepper and cassia, 


which ore cnltivated elsewhere in the 
world, grow wild aud in great clumps 
on the Philippine islands. Wheat and 
corn may bo grown at the extreme north 
of tho archipelago. Oranges, lemons 
and gnavas flourish in tho forests and 
back hills. Xoc the least horticultural 
science has been exerted toward making 
superior varieties of these frnits. I have 
seen iu the dense tropical forests of 
Mindanao thousands oi tho trees of cost- 
ly woods, as logwood, ebony, mahogany 
aud irouwood. 
Great fortunes await 


the men who shall ^et a concession to 
go nud operate there. Sailors who have 
ventured far into these forests tell me 
that the eUaiy and mahogany trees 
there are the finest they have ever seen. 
Pineapples and bananas abound in damp 
spots and ar» a source of revenue cm 
some islands, but tbe Central American 
produces have kept' these fruits out of 
the American markets. 


"Navigators who visited the Philip- 


pines in tliu seventeenth and eighteenth 
centnries all told of the quantity of gold 
the natives had as ornaments about, 
their necks, wiists and. ankles and of 
hov.' the precious metal was dug in tho 
river beds of the islands. I have heard 
metallurgists say that, the topography 
of the islands of Sulu and Gcgritos indi- 
cates tho presence of gold. The Spanish 
have always !>eeu chary about permit- 
ting foreigners, especially Knglish and 
Americans, to e^iter those islands, 
therefore no scientific 'prcwpcctiug for 
gold has been done. The Swinish, you 
know, are the poorest miners of any 
civilized people. They bav& uevw dono 
a thing toward fortturiug the develop- 
ments of the copper deposits on Lu*ori, 
yet these a;:o kuowu to be well worth 
mining."

"Since tho beginning of the'war," 


says the Philadelphia 'Record, "specu- 
lators have been buying up all the wil- 
low wood available tor the uso of the 
powder manufacturers. Trees nut over 
four feet iu diameter are tho hose and 
briup the most money. They nro most 
thickly found along streams in Pennsyl- 
vania and adjoining states. Tho reason 
that willow is sought alter is that it 
makes tbo best charcoal for mixing iu 
the ingredients necessary in the making 
of powder. Willow wood charcoal is 
nlso moro easily pak-ovk^'-»«»ii*eteJ: 
from any other wood. The wood in pur- 
chased by shrewd buyers, who claim 
tbKt it. is to be used for making kin- 
dling sticks, l.ut a cord of u is worth teu 
limus aa mncli as either pine or hickory.

MOTIVE. 


The Pennsylvania railroad has com- 


pleted at its Altoona shops what is 
said to be the largest locomotive built 
by the company, and iE the estimated 
weights are accurate (there are no 
scales belonging to the company of 
sufficient capacity to weigh it), it may 
prove to be a close competitor among 
the largest locomotives ever built. 


The new engine contains 'several 


features which are a radical departure 
from previous standards 
The saddle 


is made in a single piece, to which 
the cylinders are bolted, enabling the 
removal of the cylinders for repairs 
without removing the saddle. The 
cab arrangements are somewhat dif- 
ferent from the prevailing practice, 
the most noticeable feature being the 
location of the injectors on the boiler 
head within easy reach ' of the ' engi- 
neer instead of on the side at the front 
of the cab as heretofore. 


The service in which the engine has 


up to the present been engaged is that 
of helper on the eastern slope of the 
Alleghaiiies. In test runs it is said to 
have handled 573 tons light and b°43 
tons loaded, the best previous record 
of the standard class B being 350 and 
383 tons, and for the moguls 875 and 
433 tons, light and loaded respectively. 
It has as yet seen but a few days' ser- 
vice, and during that time has been 
backed down the mountains, there be- 
ing no turn table at Altoona of 
sufll- 


cient length to admit of its being 
turned. 


The iocomolh* is of the consolida- 


tion type known as class H 5. The 
weight of the engine m working order 
is 218,000 pounds, and of the tender 
loaded 92,600 pounds. The capacity 
of the tank is 6,000 gallons.

The cylinders are 2'Ux28 inches. 


The driving wheels are 56 inches in 
diameter, with axle journals 9x13 
inches. 


The weights as given above are esti- 


mated and the corrected figures may 
vary somewhat. 
It is clear, howeTef, 


from the dimensions given, that the 
engine is a powerful one, and its ser- 
vice thus far is reported to exceed ex- 
pectations.
